INCOME TAX- 


The Secretary of the Treasury has 
approved the regulations made for 
the 
collection of the income tax 
under the tariff act. 
Every man 


who is a citizen of the United States, 
whether he lives at home or abroad, 


who has an annual income of more 
than $3500, shall make a return to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue of 
the collection district in which he 
resides, or if not a resident, in which 
his business or property from which 
his income is derived, is situated. 


The first return has to be made on 
or before the first Monday in March, 


1895, for the income from the first 
day of January, to the 31st day of j 
December, 1894. 


STREETS IN LORIN.

It took time and labor to get 
the animal out of his difficulty and 
then to get the loaded 
team on 
firmer ground. 


There is no doubt but what the 
people of Lorin have good cause for 
complaint about their highways as

well as their byways. 
It seems more 
aggravating to them when they find 
other portions of the town in a much 
better condition, and they wonder 
where the fault lies. 


In other portions of Berkeley clubs 
have been organized to look after 
just such matters. 
By combinations 


of this kind there' can be a much 
stronger influence brought to bear to 


get 
improvements of the town per 
fected. 
Where attempts of the kind 
have been made to get improvements 
made 
single-handed, 
it has been 
found almost impossible to accom­ 
plish anything, and the single-handed 
worker soon gets discouraged. These 
long winter evenings it would be a 
good thing to get a number together, 
and under the name of a club discuss 
the wants of the community over to­ 
gether, and then in the name of the 
society take action. 
Success wi 
surely follow, and faces that are now 
long and thin will become as round 
and full as that of the man in the 
moon.
